A t O z a rk and Billings, in C hris­ 
tia n county , all the m achines have 
been running by reason of licenses 
gra nte d by action of the city coun­ 
cil, and it w as held tha t they w ere 
not ga m b ling devices in the m e a n­ 
ing of the law . 
T w o of the cases w ere tried be­ 
fore juries, 
and 
on 
instructions 
from J ud ge L ongan, verdicts of 
guilty w ere returned and fines of 
$50 and co sts assessed in each. 
In a third case the court ordered 
the d efend a nt acquitted. 
It 
a p ­ 
pears tha t he had been 
running 
a cash slot m achine in his billiard 
hall at Billings, but w hen 
Jud ge 
N eville ina ugura te d 
a w a r upon 
the m achines, he rem oved his, in 
J uly last, a nd has not p e rm itte d it 
to be op erated since. * 
T echnically , he w as guilty , but 
as he m ad e no effort to carry on 
the business after he w as arrested, 
J ud ge L onga n ordered the jury to 
a c quit him . 
In the tw o cases of conviction an 
ap p e a l w as ta k en to the S t. Louis 
c ourt of appeals and the d e fe nd ­ 
ants in the tw o rem a ining cases 
will abide by the decision there.

Lucile L edford, well k now n to 


the police of Sedalia, and w hom a 


local “ p hila nthrop ist” failed to re­ 
form, is again in trouble, as will 


be seen by the follow ing from this 


m orning’s K ansas C ity T im es : 


Lucile L edford, a girl w ho has 


been in the hands of the police 


m a ny tim es d uring the p a s t six 


m onths, w as prom ised im m unity 


from p unishm ent on a charge of 
robbery , for w hich she was arrested 
S a turd a y night, if she w ould re­ 
form . 
She said she w ould, and 
was sent a w a y from the station. 
She 
found a place to 
w ork 
at 
718 
Jefferson 
street. 
F or 
three 
w hole day s Lucile w as a good girl. 
T he n the p rom p tings of a bad dis­ 
position took hold of her again. 
S he left home y esterday to tak e a 
w alk . 
A t the Sisters of M ercy on 
S ixth and C herry streets Lucile, 
by the aid of a hairpin, took three 
letters from a mail box on the door. 
She opened the letters and from 
one addressed to Lula Cassity , she 
is said to have tak en a draft for 
$10. 
By the aid 
of 
a 
friend 
w ho 
identified her at the bank , Lucile 
secured the m oney on the draft and 
started out to spend it. T he police 
had been notified of the robbery 
and w ere on the look out for Lucile. 
Inspector H a lp in arrested her y es­ 
terday afternoon at S eventh and 
M ain 
streets. 
She 
w as 
turned 
over to M a tron M oore 
at 
head­ 
quarters. 
A t 7 o’clock last night Lucile 
was tak en w ith a violent fit of 
vom iting. 
She told M rs. M oore 
tha t she had tak en arsenic. A ssist­ 
ant Police S urgeon M a na ha n a p ­ 
plied the usual trea tm ent, but said 
in an hour tha t the girl show ed no 
evidence of having tak en poison. 
She was then lock ed up. 
T he police say they have lost all 
patience w ith the L edford girl and 
will prosecute her on a charge of 
forgery or will turn her over to the 
federal authorities for prosecution 
on a charge of op ening other peo­ 
p le ’s mail. 
D uring the past six m onths L u­ 
cile has been arrested tw ice and has 
claim ed to have tak en poison tw ice. 
Tile police say she is dem ented, 
and m ay ask H um a ne Officer G reen- 
m an to have the county court pass 
on the question of her sanity . 
T he police believe tha t the L e d ­ 
ford girl saw a postm an put the 
letters in the box at the Sisters of 
M ercy , and in tha t w ay k nfew of 
the presence of the letters in the 
box. 
She is only 16 y ears old and 
wears dresses w hich only come to 
the tops of her shoes. 
She appears 
indifferent to any consequence tha t 
m ay result from the m any misdeeds 
she has com m itted, and rather en­ 
joy s the notoriety they accord her.

in the north and

in the south, wdiile children re­ 
ceived aljout double the amount in 
the north, or $3.D5 ])cr w’Cck. The 
recent reduction iiii the pay roll at 
Fall IRver and other X"ew England 
cities has reduced the average so that 
the southern scale is from 2 0 to 2 5 
per cent, less, instead of 3 0, 3 5 and 5 0 
per cent. less. The total number of 
millhands. in tho city of Charlotte, X. 
C., is 1,3 4 5, who earn wx^ekly $ 4,8 7 0. 
This is an average of but $ 3 .0 2 
each. 
Several other mills in the Carolinas 
do not average over $ 
3 .7 5 
per week, 
w'liile a company orgarizcd near Char­ 
lotte employs 9 0 people with a pay 
roll of $3 5 0 per tveek, altliough this 
is divided among tJO men and boys 
and GO tvomen and girls.

the trial of five defendants who 
were charged with ru nning cash 
slot machines, not trade machines, 
as are operated in Sedalia. 
A t Ozark and Billings, in Chris­ 
tian cou nty, all the machines have 
been ru nning by reason of licenses 
granted by action of the city cou n­ 
cil, and it was held that they were 
not gambling devices in the mean­ 
ing of the law*. 
Tw o of the cases were tried be­ 
fore ju ries, 
and on 
instru ctions 
from Ju dge Longan, verdicts of 
gu ilty were retu rned and fines of 
$50 and costs assessed in each. 
In a third case the cou rt ordered 
the defendant acqu itted. 
It ap­ 
pears Jjaat he had been 
ru nning 
a cash slot machine in his billiard 
hall at Billings, bu t when Ju dge 
Neville inau gu rated a war u pon 
the machines, he removed his, in 
Ju ly last, and has not permitted it 
to be operated since. 
Technically, he was gu ilty, bu t 
as he made 110 effort to carry on 
the bu siness after he was arrested, 
Ju dge Longan ordered the ju ry to 
acqu it him. 
In the two cases of conviction an 
appeal was tak en to the St. Lou is 
cou rt of appeals and the defend­ 
ants in the two remaining cases 
wili abide by the decision there. 
Ju dge Lo ngan says the defend­ 
ants were ably 
represented by 
Ju dge Gideon, a former member 
of the legislatu re, who, after the 
two convictions, expressed himself 
as believing that his clients wou ld 
have fared better at the hands of 
Ju dge Neville than at the hands of 
the Sedalian.

JUST ASSESSMENTS. 
A Jefferson City dispatch say s 
the sen ate rev ision committee has 
agreed upon the followin g n ew sec­ 
tion prescribin g the duties of coun ty 
assessors : 
“ The assessor shall v alue all the 
property on the assessor’s books, 
both real an d person al property , at 
its true market v alue at the time of 
the assessmen t, such v alue to be 
ascertain ed from the last v olun tary 
sales of same or like property for 
cash or credit in the v icin ity , but 
he shall assess such real an d per­ 
son al property for tax ation at on e- 
half of such true market v alue.” 
N ow, if the gen eral assembly 
will add an other n ew section re­ 
q uirin g coun ty an d state boards of 
eq ualization , in v aluin g the prop­ 
erty of corporation s, to follow the 
same rule prescribed for coun ty as­ 
sessors we will hav e an approx i­ 
mately fair assessmen t. 
Merely because a corporation 
own s hun dreds of thousan ds of dol­ 
lars’ worth of property is n o reason 
why it should be assessed at on e- 
fourth of its v alue while the citizen 
who own s on ly the home in which 
he liv es shall pay upon from 5 0 to 
8 0 per cen t of its real v alue. 
A n un just assessmen t makes tax 
dodgers. 
A fair assessmen t of all 
property would materially reduce 
the rate of tax lev y . 
But an y reform which fails to 
take in the item of corporate prop­ 
erty will n ot reach the foun tain 
source of the ev il.

O n e of the most horrible crimes 
ever heard of in this coun try w as 


com m itted in this city early yester­

M oore 
murdered his five children and set 
fire to the house and burned the 
bodies of the children. 
T h e c h il­ 
dren w ere C a rl, aged 12 ; M a ry , 
aged 9 ; Pearl, 
aged 8; 
Charles, 
aged 5, 
and Lee, aged 
3. 
T h e 
children w ere all in one bed in an 


ad join in g 
room 
to 
that 
w h ich 
M oore slept in. 
T h e fire started 


in the room the children occupied, 


and 
before 
the 
fire 
departm ent 
could reach the place, w h ich 
w as 


nearly a mile from the station, the 
house w as w ra p p e d in flames. 
M oore told no one that his c h il­ 
dren w ere in the building and he 


m ade no attem p t to rescue them. 
H e could have easily done so, but 


the reason of his failure w as too 
plain ly eviden t w h en the doctors 
w e n t to exam ine the bodies to tes­ 
tify at the coron er’ s inquest. T h e ir 
eviden ce sh o w ed the horrible n a­ 
ture of the crime. 
A l l of the ch il­ 
dren had their skulls crushed and 
four of them had their throats cut, 
e vid en tly w ith a 
butcher knife.

T h e baby, Lee, had his spinal co l­ 
umn severed b y the b lo w o f the 
butcher knife and 
his 
head w as 
crushed w ith 
tw o blow s, one on 
each side. 
A H O R R IB L E SIG H T. 
T h e children w ere all found l y ­ 
in g 
cuddled 
up 
together, 
even 
after the b low s and cuts and after 
the burn in g debris had fallen on 
them . 
T h e y w ere 
burned 
in 
a 
horrible m anner, and the m orgue 
presents one of the most sick en in g 
sights im aginable. 
A t the coroner’ s inquest M oore 
-wa« put on the stand and told of 
the 
bu rn in g 
b u ild in g. 
H e 
said 
that he w a s a w a k e n e d by the fire, 
but that it had progressed so far 
and there w as so much sm oke and 
fire that he could not get 
to the 
children. 
H e w as not questioned 
as to the k illin g , but as the doctors 
"old of the cuts on the children and 
of the horrible appearance of their 
burned bodies. M oore never s h o w ­ 
ed the slightest interest. 
H e is a 
black - haired, 
black - w hiskered, 
hard, brutish-looking man, ig n o r­ 
ant. w ith no feeling w h a tev er. H e 
appeared absolutely indifferent as 
the witnesses detailed the co n d i­ 
tion of the bodies.
